In the instant case the different 
inventions operate and effect different functions such as the invention of Group II provides a 
processor to coat a part based on measurement dimension of the part and further exhaust excess 
coating from the part while the invention of Group III provides a processor to coat a part based 
on measurement dimension of the part but further apply an amount of coating to the part based 
on an upper dimensional tolerance limit of the part.
